DETROIT —Isador S. Worth of 
Riverside, New Jersey, was elect- 
ed national commander of the Jew- 
ish War Veterans of the United 
States as the organization’s 43rd 
national encampment ended after

Worth defeated 
Maxwell Cohen of Boston, vice- 
commander for New England, by 


a vote of 1171 to 1082. 

The new national commander 
was elevated from the office of vice- 
commander for New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Maryland and 
the District of Columbia. A form- 
er commander of the Camden Coun- 
ty Council of the American Legion 
and judge advocate of the American 
Legion, Department of New Jersey, 
Worth has been active in veterans 
and Jewish affairs for many years. 
He organized the first synagogue 
in Riverside, and founded'some 30 
posts of the Jewish War Veterans. 
A lawyer by profession, he is a 
former Assistant United States 
District Attorney for the Southern 
District of New Jersey. 

Miami, Florida, was awarded the 
1939 convention after putting on a 
dramatic show that included live 
alligators, bathing beauties and 
Seminole Indians. Washington, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Spring- 
field, Mass., were other bidders.

Branding the edict as “medi- 
eval in the worst sense of the 
word,’ The Times stressed the 
honorable record of Jews in Ital- 
ian history, declaring that there 
had been no previous official indi- 
cation of Jewish disloyalty to the 
regime. 

The New Chronicle epressed the 
opinion that Premier Benito Mus- 


solini hoped by his action to 
“grease the Berlin axis with the 
flattery of imitation or, the more 


probable explanation, wishes to 
continue in the post of protector 
of the Arabs, thereby complicating 
Britain’s Palestine problems.” 

The Daily Herald said the de- 
cree had made it all the more urg- 
ent for the Intergovernmental 
Refugee Committee to produce an 
effective plan to enable the state- 
less and homeless to start life 
over. The Daily Express, branding 
the treatment of Italian Jews 
“cruel and unconscionable” stated 
there were plenty of uninhabited 
parts of the world where, “given 
a touch of the Christian spirit, 
Jewish refugees may yet find hap- 
py homes.” 


Considerable speculation was 
caused by the fact that Italian 
East African possessions were not 
mentioned in the decree. Some cir- 
cles expressed the opinion that 
Premier Mussolini planned to com- 
pel Jews who had been ordered 
expelled and who were unable to 
enter other lands because of their 
lack of nationality to settle in Eth- 
iopia and utilize their capital for 
developing the country. 





Slobodin Says South Africa Liberal 
With Investments In Palestine

JERUSALEM — Citizens of the 
Union of South Africa are today 
wielding a potent influence in the 
development of modern .Palestine. 

With an investment of about £2, 
000,000 in the Holy Land, South 
Africans carry far more weight in 
the affairs of the Holy Land than 
the actual amount of the financial 
stake would indicate. They also 
have a particular interest in the 
current increase of Palestine’s 
“disorders” to a state bordering on 
open war, for a large part of the 
South African investment is con- 
centrated in the seaport of Haifa, 
the principal center of the recent 
outbreak of bombing and riot. 

South Africa’s investments in 
Palestine have been notable for the 
manner in which they have been 
applied to produce the maximum 
results in modernizing and building 
up the country. A large part of 
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the* business and industrial invest- 
ment emanating from the Union 
has been dedicated to use on a 
limited-profit basis and adminis- 
tered with an eye to stimulating 


.| further economic activity in Pales- 


tine. South African investors, al- 
most all of them Jews, share with 
American and English Jews the 
distinction of leading in this type 
of business activity in the Holy 
Land. 

Practically all of the South Afri- 
can interest in this country con- 
sists of contributions to the Jew- 
ish National Home and investments 
by Jews in Palestinian industry, 
housing, and agriculture. 

Contributions toward the Jewish 
National Home for land purchase 
and colonization have amounted to 
nearly 1,000,000 Ibs. For several 
years, South African Jewry has led 
the world in per capita donations 
to Zionist funds. 
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First Jewish Airport

Deny Berlin Has 
Turned Down Aid

PARIS.—In an interview with 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
Robert Pell, assistant director of 
the Refugee Bureau, voiced the 
conviction that Germany would be 
ready to open negotiations with 
Mr. Rublee after the current mil- 
itary maneuvers and the Nurem- 
berg Nazi Party Congress. Am- 
bassador Wilson’s visit to Paris, 
he declared, had been for the sole 
purpose of throwing light on “the 
possibilities of such negotiations.” 

Commenting on the report that 
Germany had refused to negotiate 
with Mr. Rublee because of a re- 
cent speech by President Roosevelt 
interpreted as an attack on the 
Reich, Mr. Pell said: “Coming si- 
multaneously from Berlin, Paris 
and London, the report represents 
perhaps the view of certain ele- 
ments in Germany who wish to 
obstruct negotiations. However, so 
far all efforts made quietly on in- 
stituting of negotiations have not 
met with discouragement from the 
German Government.” 


It was learned, meanwhile, that 
while Mr. Rublee finds it imprac- 
tical_ to go to Berlin within the 
next few weeks, intensive prepar- 
ation work is now being conducted 
in London and Berlin to arrange 
a meeting between hm and KEco- 
omics Dictator Hermann Goering 
and perhaps also with Chancellor 
Adolph Hitler. Such meetings, how- 
ever, are considered impossible for 
the near future, since the interna- 
tional tension, the German maneu- 
vers and the forthcoming party 
congress are serving to keep the 
Nazi leaders extremely busy.

“We will loathe Italy’s shame

He called the decree “the great 
surrender” of Italy to Nazism, and 
added: “Democracy must learn its 
lesson anew. Anti-Semitism is 
either, as in Germany, the begin- 
ning of a Fascist regime, or, as in 
Italy, its consummation. But it is 
a part of it. It is one with it. The 
democratic world will know how 
to evaluate and how to respond 
to this crime against one-tenth of 
one per cent of the population of 
Italy.”

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president 
of the World Zionist Organization, 
and David Ben Gurion, labor Zion- 


ist leader, conferred with the 
American delegation, urging that 
half of the quota be raised in 


America. Mr. Kaplan’s appeal was 
echoed by Simon Marks, merchant 
and vice-president of the British 
Zionist Federation, who urged that 
an additional $5,000,000 be raised 
exclusively for defense and main- 
tenance of the economic equilibri- 
um. 

Emulation of Arab. terrorism 
plays into the hands of the Arabs, 
Mr. Ben Gurion declared at a 
closed session, in a vigorous warn- 
ing against a policy of retaliation 
against the Arabs. He declared the 
main objects for the future were 
to combat Arab terrorism legally 
and to see that Jewish immigra- 
tion was not stopped. Prof. Selig 
Brodetsky, member of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, asserted that 
anti-Zionism was growing among 
Jews in America and England, 
while the future of the Zionist 
movement depended chiefly on the 
English-speaking countries. 

Charges that Italy and Germany 
were financing the Arab_ revolt 
were voiced by Joseph Baratz, Pal- 
estine labor leader, and Moshe 
‘Smilansky, farm leader. Both 
speakers declared the Arabs were 
not so much to blame for the dis- 
orders as “the forces behind them.” 
Delegations were present from 
Germany and Italy, their attend- 
ance at the conference having been 
approved by their respective gov- 
ernments. 

The opening session of the gath- 
ering, the first major Zionist meet- 
ing since the World Zionist Con- 
gress last year, was addressed by 
Dr. Weizmann. Citing the expul- 
sion order against Italian Jewry 
as an instance of the tragic fate 
of the Jewish people, he asserted 
‘that the Evian conference had 
proved “tragically inadequate” as 
a solution, and sounded a number 
of demands upon the world, espe- 
cially Great Britain, with regard 
to Palestine. 

“Our immediate demands,” he 
said, “are for restoration of the 
principle that Jewish immigration 
must be regulated by the absorp- 
tive capacity of the country; sec- 
ondly, for adequate protection of 
our men and women in Palestine; 
thirdly, that the Jewish share in 
maintenance of public security be 
further increased until it is ade- 
quate to meet the needs of the sit- 
uation. 

“We will never countenance a 
solution limiting the hopes for 
large-scale immigration and for at- 
taining ultimately the national 
status essential to our rehabilita- 
tion among the nations of the 
world.” 

“The future of Zionism stands 
and falls with the attitude of 
American Jewry,’ declared Dr.

The Editor’s Chair: 

I guess I’m just as cowardly as 
you are. When I saw splashed 
across the front page of the daily 
papers news of the courageous at- 
tack of Mussolini against the Jews 
of Italy, I winced too. So far, what 
with my newspaper training, I have 
been more or less immune to the 
catches of fear with which most 
Jews greet glaring headlines about 
their co-religionists. But, maybe 
fm breaking down now. For a 
minute I was actually dizzy after 
reading the disgusting news of the 
great. Mussolini’s fight against the 
formidable host of Italy’s 40,000 
Jews. aa oes 


I have been sent a review copy 
of a small but thought-packed pam- 
phlet called “An Open Letter to 
My Fellow Jews”, which comes 
from the powerful pen of James 
Waterman Wise, son of Rabbi 
Stephen 8S. Wise. Mr. Wise in 
new language and with local illus- 
trations repeats the thesis that 
Jews must align themselves with 
liberal and progressive groups if 
they are to survive as a free min- 
ority in the United States. The 
fogic of the pamphlet is irrefutable. 
“If I could secure a separate peace 
for our people with the Fascist and 
War-making powers, I should not 
do so. For a separate peace would 
forever shut us off from mankind’s 
anguished, yet resistless advance 
toward the light of freedom. Such 
a fate would be worse, infinitely 
worse, than any hurt which our 
foes would inflict upon us from 


without. It would constitute an act 
of self-betrayal, of historic sui- 
cide.” 


At another point, speaking of the 
search for seclusion of so many 
Jews today, Wise writes: “Yet 
that is precisely what takes place 
when we surrender the right as 
free and equal citizens of our coun- 
try to maintain any political opin- 
ion, or to participate in social and 
economic movements that are, or 
are called, radical and progressive. 
Moreover, in surrendering this 
wight, we tacitly invite further de- 
mands by our enemies for self-ob- 
literation and  auto-enslavement. 
Let us once admit that Jews have 
no right to hold “radical” convic- 
tions and we shall find that no con- 
viction held by us is “conservative” 
enough to appease the antiSen- 
ites. 

Wise asks for two steps. First, 
a reaffirmation of Jewish rights, un- 
qualified and uncompromising; and 
second, an alignment of Jews of 
the United States with the forces 
of progress and democracy. “It is 
not enough that we passively sym- 
pathize with them.” Wise writes 
about the progressive forces. “We 
mifst actively, even heroically, par- 
ticipate in their struggles. On 
grounds of self-interest, it is essen- 
tial that these forces—the only 
forces on whom we can count as 
allies in maintaining our freedom 
and equality of status—shall know 
us and know our cause.” 





The Beautiful Answer 


O this paper’s mind, the most beautiful, sym- 

bolic and indicative answer to the newly-an- 
nounced list of names allowed by the Nazis to 
Jewish children is the answer of Youth Aliyah. 
For years now, Hadassah declares German Jew- 
ish children arriving in Palestine have voluntar- 
ily dropped their sophisticated German first 
names for the warmer and more Jewish Hebrew 
given names. 

The answer of the German children is beau- 
tiful and symbolic because it is complete, hon- 
est and voluntary. It is a total opposite of the 
action of Jews who became more Jewish be- 


cause of Hitlerism. The Palestiniah names had 
been adopted months before the Hitleristic com- 
mand. 

The answer is indicative because it points out 
the only future course for Jews everywhere. It 
is a return to the precepts, honest and _  un- 
ashamed of Judaism. But the return should be a 
voluntary one, not one forced by the enemy of 
the Jew. 

This paper repeats. The answer of the Youth 
Aliyah is the most beautiful, symbolic and in- 
dicative answer to Hitlerism ever made by any 
Jewish organization, group or individual. 


A New and Logical Way To Help 


N connection with the many attempts of Jews 
in the United States to extend all help pos- 


sible, spiritual and material, to the Jews of

Rabbi Joseph Shubow, of Brighton, Mass., Is 
Taken To Task By Philip Barron In An Article 
In The Jewish Advocate.—In an article in the 
“Boston Sunday Advertiser” of August 21, 1938 
(my admiration of Mickey Mouse exceeds my 
hatred of Hearst) Rabbi Joseph Shubow of Tem- 
ple B’nai Moshe, Brighton, illustrates a point 
of view into which many defenders of Jewish 
rights have fallen. This point of view looks 
with indifference and impassion on ‘the destruc- 
tion of the principles upon which Western civ- 
ilization has been built, so long as such destruc- 
tion does not injure the Jewish position immedi- 
ately or directly. 

But alas, the moment the Jewish position be- 
comes involved, as it must inevitably become 
when the moral prinicples upon which democ- 
racy and liberty rest are destroyed—then the 
“Rabbi Shubows” rise to proclaim how shocked 
and appalled they are that civilized nations 
should regress to the barbarism of a racial pol- 
icy. 

To quote Rabbi Shubow: 

“IT have not recovered from the terrible shock 
all civilized people expressed when I] Duce an- 
nounced his policy of ‘Italian Aryanism.’ This 
seems impossible. 

“We expected it of a perverse mind like Hit- 
ler’s, and the murderous Camarilla surrounding 
‘Der Feuhrer.’ But Benito Mussolini! How could 
he! 

“Can this be the Italy of Dante Alighieri, 
Leonardi DaVinci, Savonarola, Garibaldi, Maz- 
zini, Marconi, and D’Annunzio? 

“Rather it is the Italy of Machiavelli, Pietro 
Artino, and Cellini, the Borgias and the Mafia. 
The illustrious Italian civilization has been de- 
based and laid low. 

“As Americans we all abhor and detest the 
arrogance, swaggering, swashbuckling and ap- 
pressiveness as well as oppression of Fascism, 
particularly the Nazi brand. But I admit a fur- 
tive. admiration of Benito Mussolini. He seems 
not bloody, cruel, unintelligent; there was some 
sense of reverence, it appeared. 

“But now the new racial policy brought about 
a definite change in attitude on the part of all} 
those who wavered in their view of Fascism. Ath? 
last, the mask is dropped.” 

Even if Mussolini had never announced a poli- 
ey of “Italian Ayranism” how could any Jew, ‘ 
much less a rabbi, admit a “furtive admiration 
of Mussolini?” With the memory of the “slaugh- ; 
ter of the innocents” in Ethiopia not so long | 
ago, what Jew dares to write “He seemed not 
cruel, bloody ... ” Hitler is perverted; and 
Mussolini was not (until recently). Why? Be- 
cause the latter has slaughtered only “blacks”; 
but the former slaughters Jews! When the 
slaughter of the “blacks” adds a racial policy 
to complete his madness, then a rabbi exclaims: 
(as if a most unbelievable and startling event 
occurred) “This seemed impossible.

Fascism did not drop its mask and reveal its 
true visage only when it at last announced a 
racial policy against the Jews.

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The Position Of The Synagogue In Jewish 
Life of Today Is Stated By Rabbi Jacob D. 
Schwartz in “The Synagogue”.—The synagogue 
can no longer separate itself from any living 
issue that affects Jews or Judaism. The syna- 
gogue can no longer be content to leave the 
philanthropic, recreational, and social problems 
of the general Jewish community solely in the 
hands of a self-constituted leadership which has 
cut itself off from the Fountain of Living Wa- 
ters. The synagogue can no longer permit this 
secular element in Jewish life to control the 
defense of the Jew, or the scope of Jewish edu- 
cation, or the extent of the ways and means to 
be mustered for the preservation of Judaism. 
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Rabbi Louis 1. Newman On Jews In The Hines 
Trial In His Column “Telling It In Goth.”— 
The presence of Jews in the trial of James 
Hines is a source of grievous distress to every- 
one who seeks to protect the good name of Israel. 
When Thomas Dewey, the district attorney of 
New York City, spoke with me at the Alumni 
Convocation at Brown University this year, he 
described the comments of several leading mem- 
bers of the Jewish community upon the number 
of Jews in the rackets. On one side we beheld 
a number of Jewish witnesses whose testimony 
is having a damaging effect upon the case of 
James Hines, the Tammany leader. On the 
other side, we see Hines receiving legal support 
from a number of Jewish lawyers. Dewey like- 
wise has been able to build up the case against 
Hines through the assistance of the capable and 
idealistic staff of young attorneys of Jewish faith 
who have co-operated with him in recent years. 
Jews are to be found on every side, and there 
is no more of a “Jewish issue” in this particular 
circumstance than in any other. But the pres- 
ence of even one Jew among the anti-social 
forces brings the blush of shame and embar- 
rassment to our cheek. Jews are in the rackets 
because some Jews are definitely anti-social. But 
there is no doubt that many Jews turn to pred- 
atory pursuits because many doors are closed to 
them in commercial, indugtrial, and financial 
circles. The same cleverness which goes into 
the manipulations of the racketeers, could, if 
turned to constructive channels, prove a great 
source of genuine strength to the communal life. 
A Jewish engineer of great integrity came to 
me in great indignation a few days ago. “I work 
among Gentiles,” he said, “and they are always 
twitting me about Jewish racketeers. ‘When,’ 
they ask, ‘is your name going to appear in con- 
nection with an anti-racket trial?’” Of course, 
such a form of teasing is grossly unfair. There 
are Protestant and Catholic racketeers, and the 
biggest names are those of non-Jews. This does 
not excuse Jews from being involved, but it does 
lessen the indignity that is placed upon the 
Jewish name.
